Weather Summary 
Checks 35 Years 


Rainfall has averaged 57.72 
inches annually over the past 
35 years. The year 1958 was the 
second “wettest” year in the 
past five years. These and oth- 
er facts are to be found in a 
mimeo report available at Ever- 
glades Experiment Station. The 
study was compiled by D. S. 
Harrison, Assistant Agricultural 
Engineer, 

The report states that 1957 
had the highest annual rainfall, 
71.26, during the last five years 
and 1956 was the other extreme 
with only 39.55. 

During the past five years 
December 1957 had the most 
rain, 6.55 inches for any Decem- 
ber ón record; 1958 second high- 
est with 3.90 inches. 

Other months are listed on an 
easy-to-read table. Information 
is also available on the daily 
mean, daily mean maximum and 
minimum temperatures plus a 
Climatological summary of the 
various temperature and rain- 
fall extremes and averages.

Police Department Adds Equipment 
To Modernize Fingerprint Section 


Belle Glade Police Depart- 
ment took a step forward in the 
direction of modern crimino- 
logy this week as it acquired a 
police field kit which provides 
some of the most modern equip- 
ment available for fingerprint 
investigation and other phases 
of detection work. 

The new $165 kit replaces a 
much older kit-used until now. 
The kit is produced by Criminal 
Research Products Co., of Con- 
shohocken, Pa, and it will 
prove a vital addition to police 
equipment. 

Through the use of invisible 
detection powder placed on such 
articles as doors, safes and 
floors, police can use an ultra 
violet light to maké flecks of 
the powder visible, for instance, 
on a suspect's hands if the sub- 
ject touched these treated areas 
while committing a crime. The 
powder is fluorescent and 
glows under the light. 

Forgeries can be detected, at 
times, with a treatment which 
makes invisible writing show 
up (or altered checks.) Other 
features of the kit include an 


iodine fuming gun which brings 
fingerprints out clearly to 
be inspected or photographed 

A “tissue builder” can be 
used to take prints from de- 


Rotarians Hear 
Pakistanian 
Visitor Friday 


"Pakistan's economy is based 
on 80% on agriculture and 20% 
on industry from a high of 98% 
agriculture when it became a 
governmental entity of it's own" 
Aga M. Bawkher, Senior Mar- 
keting Officer of the Ministry 
of Food and Agriculture of the 
Pakistanian government, told 
Rotarians Friday. 

"Our country is composed of 
two areas separated by some 
1,000 miles, and the efforts of 
our government are to encour- 
age industry to the point of pro- 
ducing and processing our own 
needs within the limits of our 
geographical borders" the 
speaker said. 

Rice, a mainstay of the table 
for more than 45 million in- 
habitants, is a crop which must 
be controlled by the govern- 
ment for our own protection. 
In one area the rainfall is from 
five to 20 inches, while in the 
other it averages round 35 in- 
ches annually and is tropical in 
climate. 

In one area we grow grain, 
cattle and many fruits that 
American agricultural areas pro. 
duce, while in the other we rank 
third in the production of ban- 
anas, with other tropical fruits 
growing prolifically. 

"Of course we produce 70 to 
7596 of the world's supply of 
jute and the same area grows 
rice; so we must control both 
crops, one for a balanced sup- 
ply of food and the other for 

effect on world markets 
Formerly, India processed prac- 
tically all of our jute in the 
mills established by the Eng- 
lish years ago in Caleutta. How- 
ever, we are remedying this by 
installation of our own textile 
mills." 

Mr. Bawkher's English gram. 
mar indicated a thorough back- 
ground of education and his 
thoughts and expressions held 
the attention of his audience.

Claude Jones, who is city at- 
torney for both municipalities, 
said all proposed changes have 
been presented to the various 
legislative clinics and advertised 
gs stipulated by law; however, 
Some details may cause some 
of the legislation to be dropped. 

The most wide-sweepin:t 
change comes from South Bay 
where councilmen have chart- 
ed a change in their election 
laws for councilmen and chief 
of police which would create 
groups in which candidates 
would compete. 

While still allowing at-large 
representation, the change 
would, the council feels, allow 
candidates to be elected by maj- 
orities of the voters instead of 
just being “top man” in any 
given race. The change for chief 
of police is similar to allow maj- 
ority election without group or 
borough qualification. 

Legislators hint that this bill 
may have a referendum clause 
if introduced in the legislature 
which would require ratifica- 
tion by voters before it would 
become law. 

At Belle Glade bills are be- 
ing prepared which would out- 
line in greater detail the terms, 
duties and compensation of per- 
sons appointed by the council. 
Another would revise and eli- 
minate duplication and confus- 
ion in certain séctions applyin’t 
to the duties of the commission 

Minor adjustments in the civil 
service code may be introduced. 
Another bill would define the 

y's implied consent to invest 
in government securities and 
stipulate where the interest 
from such securities may gto. 

A proposed bill would enlarge 
the specific authority to make 
citv improvements and sell re- 
venue certificates fdr same. 
Still another would strenethen 
the powers of the commission 
by sveliing out the method of 
adopting ordinances. 

Under another provision 
law the council could annex 
publically owned property (such 
ns the sewerage plant). but no 
private pronerty will be annex- 
ed bv the bill 

Other advertised  nranosed 
legislation is — matter-of-course 
legislation such confirming. 
the code of ordinances and the 
tax levies for prior years.

These traits may be variously descirbed and classified, but 
among them are five that should always stand out clearly enough 
to be seen of all people. 

The first of these is correctness and precision in the use 
of the mother tongue. When one hears English well-spoken, with 
pure diction, correct pronunciation and an almost unconscious 
choice of the right words and then compares it with the slang 
and vulgarity of much of the spoken and written English, he 
recognizes it at once. How much easier he finds it to imitate 
English of the other sort. 

A second and indispensable trait of the educated person is 
refined and gentle manners, When manners are superficial, arti- 
ficial and forced, no matter what their form, they are bad man- 
ners. 

When; however, they reveal a refined and cultivated nature, 
they are good manners. The educated person instinctively knows 
the difference between the things he should do and the things 
he shouldn't do. 

A third trait of the educated person is the power and habit 
of reflection. Human beings for the most part do not look beyond 
the surface of life or far beyond the present moment and that

When one reflects long enough to ask the question, "How?" 
he is on the way to know something about science. When he re- 
flects long enough to ask "Why?" he may, if he persists, even 
become a philosopher. 

A fourth trait of an educated person is the power of growth. 
He continues to grow from birth to his dying day. His interest 
expands, his knowledge increases and his relections become 
deeper and wider. 

A fifth trait of an educated person is his possession of effic- 
iency or the power to do. The power to do may be exercised 
in any of one of a thousand ways, but it clearly shows itself that 
is evidence of a period of discipline of study and of companion- 


y ship with parents and teachers that has paid off. 


Given these five characteristics and one has the outline of an 
educated person. That outline may be filled by scholarship, by 
literary power, by mechanical skill, by professional zeal and 
capacity, by business competence-or by social or political leader- 
ship. 

So long as the framework is there, the content may be pret- 
ty much as you will.
